Councilman Frank Shannon re­ 
ported that the state highway depart­ 
m ent cleans the streets once a week, 
but the councilmen seemed to think 
this is not sufficient during the win­ 
ter season.

cleaner may be employed to keep the 
streets clean when the state cleaners 
are not on duty. 


School 
Safety Signs 


Chairm an A. F. Hicks of the city’s 
public safety com m ittee reported that 
the Auto Club has two "School Zone” 
signs on Palm Chnyon Drive and two 
on Indian avenue, at each end of the 
school property, and that it will put 
up “School Zone” signs on 
Ramon 
Road at the high school. 
The state forbids such signs in the 
center of the street unless there are 
two traffic lanes on each side, he said. 
H ow ever, such signs can be put up if 
the city council is willing to relieve 
the state of all liability in case of ac­ 
cident, he added. 
Such signs can be 
procured w ithout cost from the coun­ 
ty school departm ent In Riverside. Mr. 
H icks reported the school authorities 
here have asked for cross-walks at the 
school house across 
Palm 
Canyon 
D rive and Indian avenue in order to 
guard the children. 


Buildings on Reservation 


Does the city’s building code apply 
to th e Indian reservation? was asked 
at the council m eeting. 
The building 
departm ent has an application 
from 
Section 14 of the reservation for 
a 
building perm it. 
This section 
being 
inside the corporate lim its of the city, 
it w as thought the city law s apply, 
even though it comes under the ju ris­ 
diction of the Indian Bureau, for all 
state sanitation, housing and health 
law s apply to the sam e land. 


H e a lth Ordinance 


M ayor Boyd suggested a health o r­ 
dinance to regulate and control local 
food handle»*. 
O rdinance No. 23, the garbage col­ 
lection law, details of which were pub­ 
lished in Hie last issue of The Desert 
Sun, was passed unanimously.

high school grounds. 
The board also purchased 2000 feet 
of concrete pipe to carry the w ater to 
th e ath letic field and other parts of 
th e grounds. 
W orkm en are now in­ 
stalling the pipe, and (hen the grounds 
will be leveled. 
T he addition of w ater will put the 
ath letic field In good condition and 
will m ake it possible to landscape the 
school grounds. 
Bermuda grass will

for the purpose of developing a good 
tu rf at the high school. 
The new type of pum p is guaranteed 
and if not satisfactory will be replaced

On the ballot in the election next November, 
will be found Proposition No. 3 which is calculated 
to hold the gasoline tax funds for highway pur­ 
poses. 
This condition exists today. 
Advice then 
is to vote “yes” on No. 3. 
Cas tax revenues in California amount 
to 
many millions of dollars per year. 
The funds are 
used exclusively for highway building and better­ 
ment. 
This huge fund is attractive to various 
interests which seek to divert the gas tax funds 
to purposes other than that for which they were 
intended. 
v 
We need bigger and better highways. 
That 
would make for less hazard in traffic. Once pried 
open, the fund would be dribbled out for this and 
that purpose, and highway improvement would 
suffer. 
Let one element get its hand in the pot 
and another elem ent would quickly follow suit, 
with the result that the gas tax fund 
would be 
“shot.” 
One writer has this to say anent the subject: 


"Any attempted diversion of gasoline taxes from highway 
and road work and any plan to increase the amount of the 
levy would strike direetly at two of the largest sources of 
California's wealth—agriculture and the tourist trade. 
"That either diversion of the tax to other state functions 
or an increase in the amount of the levy would be a blow at 
the farm er is obvious. 
California agriculture depends almost 
wholly on trucks for shipment of produce to market, rail 
terminal or seaport. 
"A decreased appropriation for road building and main­ 
tenance would result ni larger upkeep and operating costs 
for the trucks, while an increase in the levy on motor fuel 
would mean a direct boost in shipping costs. 
"The fact of the m atter is that diversion would be follow­ 
ed by an increased levy as gasoline tax money sooner or 
later would (low into more and more channels in no way re­ 
lated to highway work. 
“California's tourist trade is a m atter of pride to a state 
which boasts that it provides ideal vacation scenes at all 
seasons of the year. 
More and more the entire nation has 
tome to look forward to a California vacation, made ideal, in 
part, by the state's tine system of highways built from gaso­ 
line tax funds. 
“The great majority of tourists drive their cars to this 
state and use them extensively while here. 
For thousands, 
«peration and maintenance of the family car constitutes the 
largest single item of vacation expense. 
"M ost of us. after all. have to consider the family budget 
in planning a vacation and an increase in the gasoline tax 
could very easily unbalance that budget for thousands of 
tourists. 
"Don’t permit any raids on gasoline tax funds.”

Six centuries ago the monstrous pall of the 
Black Death spread over Europe. A fourth of the 
people died—crying out in stark terror of a dead­ 
ly Something they could not comprehend. 
Three 
centuries later the monstrous pall spread 
over 
London— the Great Plague. 
In its shadow 
died 
70,000. 
Today that same pall would spread itself over 
California and six other western states. 
Plague 
germs have been found in fleas and rats. 
But 
now there is no terror. 
Science dissipates the 
pall, surely, easily, swiftly. 
Prophylactic meas­ 
ures already are in effect— sanitation and rodent 
extermination and fumigation. 
Science has con­ 
quered the Plague, as Science has conquered other 
enemies of man. 
Scientists are the truly great 
men of the ages. 
They are the men who 
have 
achieved, who should be gloriously happy. 
And 
yet— 
Not long ago a wistful, sad-faced little old 
man arrived in England. lie is a scientist who has 
spent his long life trying to help people to con­ 
quest over hate, distrust, jealousy, fear.

The total amount of 
money asked by the four states com­ 
prising1 this region—California. 
Ari­ 
zona. U tah and Nevada—is $183.125,­ 
545. which, he added, is considerably 
more than Public W orks Administra­ 
tor Harold L. Ickes could allot if the^ 
other 14 states of the union are to get I 
their share. 
Of this total, $146,348.957 is asked 
in the form of outright grants while 
the applications for loans amount to 
$36.776.588. 
These 833 proposed proj­ 
ects would cost a grand total of $345,­ 
442,398. of which $289.170,882 of 
it 
would constitute new construction in 
California, from which state comes the 
big m ajority of the applications—653 
of them.

W ashington at the regional Farm Se­ 
curity Administration office in 
San 
Francisco. 
Some additional loans are planned 
in San Joaquin and San Bernardino 
counties, where the program was start 
ed last year when the first allotment 
of funds was made after passage of 
the law. 
This year's allotment for California 
is $227,407, against $90,000 last year. 
The committee at a recent meeting 
at the Farm Security Administration's 
regional office at San Francisco plan­ 
ned to divide $150.000 about 
equally 
between Tulare and Merced counties, 
which would provide for assistance to 
about ten families in each area. 
The remainder of the allotm ent will 
be used to expand the San Joaquin 
and San Bernardino programs.

d iate base of exploration has been set 
up on the deck of th e E. W. Scripps.

H e will explore it by 
soundings and dredging, and a study 
of the tem perature and content of the 
w ater at different levels. 
The canyon is about 7.000 feet deep. 
Prelim inary investigation has enabled 
scientists to draw a cross section o ut­ 
line of it, which is sim ilar in depth, 
size, and contour, to sections of the 
G rand Canyon.

The drop in trav el over U. S. High­ 
way 60, which has seriously affected 
business all along the route westward 
from Phoenix. Arizona, for the past 
several months, m ay be returned 
to 
norm al or better by a new organiza­ 
tion and its activities to build up trav ­ 
el over this route. 
Fourteen Arizona cities and six in 
California have joined in this work. 
H ighw ay 60 cities 
affected 
include 
Banning, Blythe. Palm Springs, Indio, 
B eaum ont and Riverside, and 
these 
cities are the California communities 
In the new organization, and the 
14 
Arizona towns a re scattered along the 
highway to and including Phoenix. 
Investigation m ade under the direc­ 
tio n of th e new setup show s that, dur­ 
ing the first seven m onths of 1938. 
th e num ber of out-of-state travelers 
en tering California by th e 
Daggett- 
Yerm o gateway showed an increase of 
15,533 over the sam e period in 1937; 
a t Yuma, Arizona, the check of per­ 
sons entering th e state, for the sam e 
period, gave an increase of 37,392 over 
1937; but at B lythe for 
the 
sam e 
seven m onths th e entries 
dropped 
4,681 below the 1937 figure. 
At other 
gatew ays to California th e 
increase 
was also large, leaving Blythe as the 
only entrance to the sta te showing a 
decrease and that large enough to se­

Reasons found by study of the sit­ 
uation, including trips taken in and 
out of the state over th is and other 
Southern California roads, showed that 
everyw here on th e other routes Cali­ 
fornia com m unities w ere advertising 
to divert travel to that particular road.

hunters. 341.000. 
Forestvisitors who sought 
recrea­ 
tion in m iscellaneous outing activities 
each spent an average o f live days in 
th e national forests of California, says 
th e report. 
Fifty per cen t occupied 
th e free public cam pgrounds. 
F isher­ 
m en also stayed an average of five 
days and hunters rem ained four and 
one-half days. 
T he m ajority of both 
h u n ters and fisherm en used the free 
public cam pgrounds established by the 
F o rest Service. 
All lands included w ithin the 18 na­ 
tional forests of th e California Region 
com e under classifications for recrea­ 
tional use and ultim ate recreation pos­ 
sibilities.

G A S TR IC U LC E R SAID D E F IN IT E L Y 


C U R E D BY IN J E C T IO N OF 


GOAT'S BLOOD TO V E IN S 


Injection of goat's blood into 
the 
veins of hum an beings in experim ents 
at the Institute of Blood Transfusion 
of Moscow. Russia, has been found to 
cure gastric ulcers with rem arkable 
speed and w ithout recurrence. 
Two hundred cases have been tre a t­ 
ed successfully and in following up 
over a period of two years there has 
been no return of the malady. 
T he 
treatm e n t also has been found suc­ 
cessful in treating skin diseases and 
tropical ulcers, but is som ewhat less 
effective than in cases of gastric ul­ 
cer. 
Five cubic centim eters 
of 
g oat’s 
blood are injected into the patient at 
a treatm ent. 
A fter the secnod tra n s­ 
fusion pain disappears and the ulcer 
begins to heal, it is said. 
Andrew Bagdasarov, head of the in­ 
stitute. who takes a special interest 
in the experim ents, explained the ef­ 
fect of the treatm ent non-technically 
as follows: 
"The curative effect of heterogenous 
blood is based on the fact that hetero­ 
genous blood contains alien proteins 
or album ins which start a counterac­ 
tion with the proteins in the blood of 
the patient. 
T his causes a precipita­ 
tion of protein micellae with a bene­ 
ficial reaction of the organism and its 
tissues which leads to healing pro­ 
cesses.” 
Experim ents also have been 
con­ 
ducted w ith the blood of oxen, dogs 
and rabbits, but blood from these ani­ 
m als was found to be toxic and to give 
more chance of Infection because they 
are not so clean. 
Goat's blood w as 
found to be nearer to hum an blood, 
ju st as goat's milk more nearly re­ 
sem bles human milk. 
Storage of blood, while not an ex­ 
clusive Soviet development, is used 
more extensively than elsew here and 
the process used is declared to be the 
list. 
N inety per cent of blood tra n s­ 
fusions in the Soviet Union are done 
with preserved blood. 
A ddition to 10 cubic centim eters of 
6 per cent lemon acid sodium per hun­ 
dred cubic centim eters of blood m akes 
it possible to preserve the blood for 
15 days under a tem perature of from 
2 to 5 degrees centigrade. 
T here are 
other ingredients in the formula.
